The POVTW of China for War. 
The disclosure of the **k*$1?& 


China has expended $5,000,000 ill; 
the United States daring the last 
eighteen months, for anas and am- 
munition, gives new significance to 
the declaration of Chinese Gordon, 
the British General who accomplish- 
ed such prodigies and received such 
honors twenty years ago when sent 
by Queen Victoria to assist the Em- 
peror of China in the suppression of, 
a rebellion which" had raged for ten 
years. "1 he Chinese are sufficiently 
powerful to give France a good deal 
of trouble,' he said six weeks ago, 
adding that, "if tbe Chinese weie 
educated they would be able to resist 
all the worl d." General Gordon ga«e 
no figures, but other persons with 
some familiarity with China have 
estimated the China army at 1,290,- 
000 men, of whom 700,000 are in the 
infantry, end 500,000 in the cavalry, 
the remaining 90,000 being.artillery- 
men, marines, officers and reserve*. 
The porch ase of 240,000 Springfield 
rifles in this country since the begin- 
ning of Ici82 indicates that this esti- 
mate may not be as much exaggera- 
ted as many have supposed. Gen- 
eral Gordon thinks France would 
have less difficulty in the work of 
conquering China were it possible to 
make an tttack as Russia might, by 
land instead of by water. A terrible 
struggle in inevitable if the negotia 
tions for peace fail. And even if 
amicable i elations are restored with 
France, a conflict with Japan—coiq- 
monly regarded ae> only a question of 
time—may soon give China a chance 
to test her power in war. If con- 
quered, the Flowery Kingdom would 
soon be opened to modern civiliza- 
tion, and perhaps defeat would ulti- 
mately re jult better than victory for 
the Celestials.
